AN UNPRECEDENTED DEATH RATE. 


Oat of Three Hundred and Twenty-Five 


M«mber» Who Were Elected in 1888 
Nine Have Been Gathered In by tlie 
Grim Honater—Several of the World's 
Fair Commissioners In "Washington to 
itooeive Their Commissions. 
WASHINGTON CITY, May 28.—There have 


been tbe largest number of vacancies in 
the present house of any house of repre- 
sentatives that has assembled bince the 
cloaeof the war. There are now bitting 
in the house nineteen members who were 
not elected to it when congress was chosen 
to November, 1888, and there are still two 
vacancies to be filled, occupied by the 
death of Representative Wilbur, of New 
York, and the advancement of Represent- 
ative Carlisle to the senate. The death 
rate of the Fifty-first congress has been 
unprecedented. 
Three 
hundred 
and 


twenty-five members w. re elected to it in 
November, 1888, and now nine of that 
number are dead, and the successors of all 
but one of them are in congre.ss. 


Twenty-One New Members. 


When the successors of Carlisle and Wil- 


bur are chosen there will be twenty one 
new members in the house. This number 
1* aure to be swollen by the probable ac- 
tion of the house in the three remaining 
contested election cases, in which the com- 
mittee has recommended the unseating of 
members. If the house supports the com- 
mittee—and it has not heretofore failed 
to do so—Langston will succeed Vcimble, 
Kunaghan will succeed Morgan, and Me- 
Duffie will supplant Turpin, and the num- 
ber of new men in the house will be 
(walled to the almost unprecedented figure 
of twenty-three. 


WORLD'S FAIR COMMISSIONERS. 


A Somber of Them In Washington to 


Receive Their Commissions. 


WASHINGTON" CITT, May 28.—i.-veral of 


the world's fair commissioners are in 
Washington getting together preparatory 
to receiving their commissions, viz.: R. E 
Ooodell, the 
Democratic commissioner 


from Colorado; ex-R«pre.-<ntative J. T. 
Harris, of Virginia; Col. John G. Dickin- 
aon, of Texas, and Hon. James D. Butt, 
the Republican commissioner from We~t 
Virginia. Under the provisions of tlie 
bill, a Democrat and a Republican com 
missioner are nominated for each s.jte by 
the governor* thereof, subject to the con- 
firmation by the president, who has also 
the appointment of eight eommi^ioners 
at large. It is a singular fact, considering 
the general rush for office and pride of 
place, that the governors of thirteen states 
bave failed to send in their nominations. 
Some active telegraphing has been going 
on between the Whit« House and the back- 
ward governors to hurry them up. 


Have They Been Confirmed? 


"The world's fair bill," in the language 


of a prominent statesman, "was approved 
April 25. It 
declares specifically and 


without reservation or exception that tlie 
commissioners are to be nominated by 
th» governors and confirmed by the presi- 
dent within 
thirty days from the ap- 


proval of the act" 
The same gentleman 
•ays: "If the presidenj has confirmed the 
commissioners, I am not aware of it. If 
he ba» failed to do so I would be pleased 
to be enlightened as to their legal stand- 
ing."

WASHISGTOX CITY, May 
28.—In

Mnate Monday after the journal had been 
read, the oath of office was administered 
to Mr. Carlisle as senator from the state of 
Kentucky to fill the unexpired term of tbe 
late Mr. Beck. Mr. Blackburn escorted 
Jir. Carlisle to the clerk's desk, and after 
be had subscribed to the oath of office he 
wa» shown to his seat, and while there 
wu anrrounded by senators from both 
•ides tendering their congratulations. His 
•leak was graced by a number of floral 
tribute*. Coke presented petitions of the 
farmers' Alliance in favor of the proposed 
warehouse and sub-treasury bill. He said 
he had no sympathy with the plan. Sher- 
man presented petitions to exclude from 
the mails The Police Gazette and similar 
publications. 
Plumb offered a resolution instructing 


the finance committee to prepare and re- 
port, in connection with the tariff bill, a 
atatement showing the dutieS levied under 
•lifting law; the duties as they would be 
nndar the house bill, and the duties under 
the bill to be reported by the committee— 
inch duties to be stated in parallel col- 
nmna.

A CONFEDERATE AFFAIR. 


The Dedication of HIP I,ee Monument at 


Itichmoml, V:i. 


AVASJIIX&TON CITY, May 28 —Notice has 


been given that the dedication of the mon- 
ument to (ieu. Lee at, Richmond this week 
is to be purely a Confederate, affair. The 
militia regiments that take part in the pa- 
rade will be ranked in the order which the 
states from which they come passed the 
ordinance of secession. No United States 
flags v, ill be carried, but only the flags of 
the 
several states, and the Richmond 


newspapers already report a liberal dis- 
play of Confederate bunting on the public 
aud private buildings of the city. 


A Cause of Complaint. 


The Washington papers have for several 


days contained calls for all Confederate sol- 
diers rtMdiug in tbis city to report them- 
selves at certain headquarters to be organ- 
ized for participation in the ceremonies, 
and several hundred have already made 
arrangements to go to Richmond. The re- 
fusal of Secretaries Proctor and Tracy to 
permit tlie army and navy bands to attend 
isstilltliecau.se of great indignation to 
the survivors of the lo&t cause, but their 
action seems to have been well considered 
iiowtliiil the eharacier of the arrange- 
ments has become knovm.

THE COMMITTEE ON PUBLICATION 


Presents Its Report Through Dr. Howard 


Oro»by, which In in Favor of Blbla 
Bending in the Common Schools—Th« 
Problem of Employment lor Unem- 
ployed Ministers DiscnMed by th« As- 
sembly—The Baptist Anniversaries. 
SARATOGA, N. Y., May 28.—At the meet- 


ing of tbe Presbyterian general assembly 
Monday morning, after the approval of 
the minutes, the report of the committee 
on synodicul records was read. The as- 
sembly, in approval of »n overture from 
the Wisconsin synod, reaffirmed its deliv- 
erance of 1870 in favor of retaining the 
reading of the Bible in common schools. 
The report of the standing committee on 
publication was delivered by its chairman, 
Dr. Howard Crosby. 
He thought that 


Sunday school and missionary work and 
the preparation of Sunday «ohool books 
and lesson helps and of denominational 
helps were well done, whatever any one 
may allege as the business management. 


New School* Organised. 


They have organized 1,180 new schools 


with 4,522 teachers and 38.8S6 scholars; 100 
schools besides these have betn organized 
in consequence of the offer of the board to 
supply hymn books, lesson helps, and 
Bibles to any one establishing a new Sun- 
day school. Our missionaries have visited 
2,616 Sunday schools, 62,590 families and 
traveled 302,490 miles. Thsre had been 
much advantage, direct and indirect, from 
the work of the board, whose laborious 
fidelity ib worthy of all praise. Resolu- 
tions were offered approving this work 
and recommending that it consider the 
expediency of publishing Sunday-school 
helps aud literature in the German and 
Scandinavian language. 


Dr. Worden'* Statement. 


Pending a motion that tbe report be 


adopted, leave was given to Dr. Worden, 
superintendent of Sunday school work, to 
make a statement. He said that the busi- 
ness department received nothing from the 
contributions in Sunday schools for Sun- 
day school mission work, but, on the con- 
trary, gives over 1100,000 to the missionary 
department. 


A question—Does not the business de- 


partment sell its issues to the missionary 
department? 


Answer—Yes, but at the price at which 


the most favored purchasers get them. It 
gives two-thirds of ita profits to the Sun- 
day school and missionary department. 
All the money you give goes to establish 
new schools. 


Dr. Craven's Remarks. 


Dr. Craven, the secretary of the board, 


alluded to the criticisms of the special 
committee of investigation, but as this 
was referred to another special committee 
he thought it would be improper for him 
to say anything about it. He dwelt prin- 
cipally upon the advantages of the edi- 
torship given to periouicals and books, the 
improvement of Sunday school methods, 
the missionary work done by aid of the 
board through its publications and lit 
colporteurs both at home and abroad. W» 
have forty-four permanent, experienced, 
devoted, successful men, full of spirit, be- 
sides eighty-eight or more theological stu- 
dents, establishing and helping mission 
schools in destitute parts of the field. 
The resolutions were passed with the addi- 
tion of Sunday school helps and literature 
in Spanish. 


The Bapttnta at Chicago. 


CHICAGO, May 28.— Tbe fifty-eighth an- 


niversary of the Baptist American Home 
Missionary society began, Monday morning 
at tho Immanuel church. The principal 
business before the assembly was the pres- 
ident's address and the annual report of 
the executive committee. The reading of 
the report was followed by addresses on 
"Tho 
Increase of Beneficence in Our 


Churches," by Rev. Dr. L. A, Crandall, of 
Ohio, and on "Our Foreigu Population," 
by R«v. L. J. Meier, of Illinois, and Rev. 
E. S. Smith, of Wisconsin. In the after- 
noon brief addresses Were made concern- 
ing the work of the societies in the vari 
ous western fields. 


The German Catholic Convention. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., May 28.—The flrst 


convention of the German Catholic socle- 
ties in Wisconsin opened in this city Mon- 
day morning. It is expected the conven- 
tion will adopt resolutions in opposition 
to the Bennett compulsory education law. 


A CAUSTIC LETTER. 


Stanley's Reply to Decent Utterance* of 


Lord Salisbury, 


LOSDON, May 28.—The Times prints a 


long and caustic letter from Mr. Stanley, 
in reply to the recent utterances of Lord 
Salisbury. Mr. Stanley declares that he 
has nothing but a sentimental interest in 
any port of Africa, but he says that oa 
finding that many of his friends bave em- 
barked their money in an African enter- 
prise on the strength of a charter not 
worth a counterfeit sixpence unless the 
terms of the understanding with Germany 
are rigidly adhered to, anrl there being 
every indication of a disposition qn the 
part of the government to help Germans 
instead of Englishmen, he has urged his 
friends to discover the exact limits of 
their territory. 


The German Sphere in Africa. 


He wishes to quarrel with neither Ger- 


many nor England, but says boldly that if 
the German colonial demands be granted 
it would be more economical to make Ger- 
many a gift of the whole British sphere. 
Then British investors might obtain so 
many shillings for the pounds they so 
credulously have been victimized out of. 
In conclusion he declares that the German 
sphere is tbe finest in Africa and adds: 
"Still their cry is 'give, give.' If you 
think they are better adapted than the 
English to civilize tbe African, do nothing 
half-heartedly. Yield all, Including Egypt; 
never a word of protest shall you bear from 
me. Excessive amiability may become, an 
infirmity, and the infirmity of negligenc*, 
like other diseases, grows till it ends In 
chronic senility."

He DOM • Big Business Among Negroes 


with "Anti-Kink lotion." 


CHEYENNE, Wy. T., May B8.—Cheyenne 


negroes have been the victims of a typical 
and highly amusing swindle. A smooth 
fakir pitched his tent in the bottoms Fri 
day and began telling fortunes. His har- 
vest was heavy, including proceeds from 
the sale of tested rabbit feet, approved 
hair balls and other charms guaranteed to 
ward off disease and lure luck. The white 
fakir's assistant was a flat-nosed, intensely 
black and massive negro, whose primary 
peculiarity wa» a luxuriant growth of 
straight hair, dark as any lamp-black 
stain. 


Warranted to Take Out the Kink*. 


, Ltttf Saturday afternoon tho fakir an- 
nounced that he would sell a limited num- 
ber of bottles of a lotion which would re- 
duce the kinks in a colored man's wool by 
a treatment extending three weeks. He 
made a talk which captured his audience 
of 400 colored men, employed as laborers 
.about the town. As a living testimonial 
of the merits of his medicine he exhibited 
bis straight-locked assistant whose wool 
had been untangled, he taid, by persistent 
application of the nostrum. The sale was 
the liveliest ever known hero troni a street 
stand. 


Did a Land Office Business. 


The crowd became a mob in the rush to 


secure the new elixir at $1 a pint, and sev 
eral women were crushed. Coinless darkies 
left the scene to hypothecate chattels and 
secure the desirable drug. Some of the 
more prosperous ones bought the truck by 
cases. The demand was so great that the 
fakir doubled ou the price without dimin- 
ishing the rush. His supply was exhaust- 
ed at midnight, but the crowd did not dis- 
perse for several hours. 
The medicine 


man started iu again Sunday morning, 
but was stopped by the authorities, and 
left for the south on the first train. 


A Preacher Spoil* the Bonanza. 


An intelligent colored preacher exposed 


the fraud aud blasted the hopes of his con- 
gregation at noon Sunday. 
He says 


that the sample exhibited by the fakir is 
the son of a uegro and a Cherokee squaw, 
and that he saw the pair in Texas several 
years ago. Ho advised his people to buy 
real estate. The lotion is perfumed, and 
contains oil, but is scarcely suitable for the 
toilet. The negroes are terribly chagrined, 
and those who invested heavily propose 
bringing the swindler back. 


MADE A BIG HAUL. 


A Check for •41,047.20 Stolen from a 


Drawer—No Clew.

NEW YOKE, May 28.—As the steamship 


Aurunia was entering the upper bay on 
her way to her North river pier she col- 
lided with the little steam pleasure launch 
Yeada, on which were her six owners, who 
had sailed from Port Morris a few minutes 
before, on her way to Newark bay. The 
sharp stem of the big ocean steamship 
struck the tiny launch opposite the boiler 
and smashed her as if she were an egg- 
shell. All on board the Yeada were thrown 
into the water, and although the Au- 
rania's crew rendered all possible assist- 
ance, two of them, Henry O. Biel, aged 82, 
and his brother, Charles Biel, aged 25, 
were drowned. The other four men were 
with much difficulty dragged on board 
the Aurania. 


Will Bollil a Palace. 


A6HEV1LLE, N. C., Mny 68.—George Van- 


derbilt, his mother, and a party o* friends 
bave been here recently looking over 
"Biltmere," a 5,000 aero estate on which 
Mr. Vanderbilt intends to build a palace, 
from plans drawn by Richard M. Hunt. 
The entire cost of the buildings and im- 
provements will be $6,000,000. A railway 
has been constructed from the main line 
of the Western North Carolina railroad to 
the Vanderbilt grounds at a cost of $15,- 
000. 
The machinery for making brick and 


tiles is ordered, aud 25,000 brick can be 
made daily. A large rock quarry is to be 
opened and much of the material needed 
for the construction of the buildings it to 
be taken from the grounds. 


Germany Anxious for Peace. 


BERLIN, May 28.—The Emperor William 


In his projected visit to England will be 
accompanied by Chancellor Von Caprivi, 
who will take occasion to assure the Brit- 
ish premier 
of 
Germany's continued 


friendship for her majesty's government. 
On the conclusion of Saturday's banquet 
at the palace in honor of the birthday of 
Queen Victoria, the kaiser held the British 
ambassador in conversation for three- 
quarters of an hour. It is supposed the 
conference related to African affairs. 


Demolished the Power House. 


LAREDO, Tex., May 28.—During a heavy 


thunder storm a strong gust of wind 
struck the power house of the electric mo- 
tor street car line. The brick walls of the 
building, which was 150 feet long by 50 
feet wide, collapsed and the whole struct- 
ure fell with a crash. Then were four 
men in the building at the time,-three of 
whom, two white men and one negro, wtra 
killed. 


Hurt by an Exploding Cannon.

ATTEMPT TO MOB THE PREACHER. 


Bev. P. Werber, Editor of The Friend ol 


fcrael; Make* Remark* In a Cleveland, 
Ohio, Synagogue Which Dl»»lcaaeB His 
Audience—The Police Called in to 
Keep the Maddened Crowd from Doing 
Violence—A Lively Time. 
CLEVELAND, Ohio, May 28.—The cele- 


bration of the Jewish Feast of Weeks in 
this city was marked by a sensational 
scene. The day was observed in all the 
synagogues, and a large audience assem- 
bled jn the place of worship at Woodland 
avenue and Erie street in response to a 
call issued by Rev. P. Werber, of Balti- 
more, editor of The Friend of Israel. Wer- 
ber app «.red with a rabbi's cap upon his 
head and began his discourse. 
As the 


preacher occasionally enunciated doctrine 
not s'rietly in accord with Jewish beliefs 
glances were cast back and forth that 
spoke not only dissatisfaction but con- 
tempt. 


Ridiculous Ideafl. 


He gradually grew bolder and finally 


declared in the face of the 800 sons of Is- 
rael that their ideas of the Messiah were 
ridiculous, that Christ had been on earth 
and his second coming would bo in the 
glure of a burning world. This was more 
than the already overburdened' congrega- 
tion co,uld bear and men spraug in grea 
excitement to their feet and rushed to the 
platform, where they gathered about the 
now alarmed minister, spitting upon him 
and endeavoring to take the rabbi cap 
from his head. Sevreal ministers of the 
German Reformed church were present 
and were instrumental in keeping the mad- 
dened crowd from doing immediate vio- 
lence. 


Policemen on the Scene. 


Pandemonium reigned until a squad of 


police officers arrived. 
Women rushed 


from the hall in fear, while men shouted 
themselves hoarse. The minister kept in 
the background surrounded by friends and 
out of reach of the mob that taunted him, 
calling him an impostor and the "second 
JCBUS." He attempted to make an expla- 
nation, but none would be; received, and 
the crowd lingered for some time, but the 
police pi evented violence being done, and 
finally dispersed the congregation without 
making arrests. Then- is still much ex- 
citement among Hebrews.

insisted that the general government has no 
power to inquire into the citizen's private 
affairs.

wii; be Bred indiscriminately at the ii'.'.dc 
next Monday. Tlie enumerator will iisk 
you more about >ni\r health than a conven- 
tion of doctor- could answer. Some people 
may be diseased in a way that is a di-srace 
to themselves, or possibly in a way that 
will load the memory of a father with in- 
famy. 
They will be coolly asked to relate 


the particulars; and if they should refuse 
they may be sent to jail, or they may be fined 
a larger sum of money thau they ever had. 


And again, tbe enumerator will pry very 


deeply into financial affairs 'iiat are sup- 
posed not to concern the people who make 
census laws. The man who is working day 
and night to preserve his credit will be 
called upon to confide his troubles to a min- 
istering angel of the government whom he 
never saw before. 
He is told that such con- 


fidence will be manfully respected, but he 
would like to know how the government 
can be so sure of the secrecy of its agents. 
The men who can forget what they have 
heard to their neighbor's disadvantage are 
not generally supposed to be very plentiful. 
Sometimes a man searches half his life be- 
fore he finds such a good friend. 
But the 


government thinks it has picked up a few 
hundred thousand such rare men in a day. 
The government has no mean notion of its 


.. abilities when it goes in search of men who 


are all ears and no tattling tongue. 
But 


the newspaper discussion that is now going 
on shows that the people who are to be 
questioned have not been successfully 1m- 
presstd with the assurance of secrecy. 


And why should a man be compelled to 


open the door of his skeleton closet to any 
stranger whom the government may send 
along? There are a great many people who 


vides that these shall be apportioned among 
the states "according to tneir n-spi.-cuve 
numbers." It is to find these "numbers" 


i that the government is given authority- to 


I take a census every 10 years. It will not 
add to the government's legitimate knowl- 
edge to force Jones to say that he is a pro- 
spective bankrupt, or Mrs. Jones tosaytuat 
her husband is in tlie penitentiary, or Smith 
to say that he is eaten with some disgrace- 
ful disease. All these things may be true 
and still not affect, the question of represen- 
tatives and taxes. 


It is said hit most of t'tese objee'urable 


questions were inserted at the suggestion of 
crank scientists, who have run to statistics. 
Oue would think those folks have enough 
figures now; they certainly do quote enough 
to make you think tliey have exhausted the 
possibilities of numbers. There isno objec- 
tion to them getting more and correcting 
what they have got, provided they do tlie 
work peaceably. But they mistake then 
own importance iu the woild when they say 
a man should be sent to jail because he re- 
fuses to contribute to the statistics of sci 
ence by relating the details of his case.

it mildly.
